DANKBMORA, N. T., Oct. 7.—The 


officials of the State prison here have 
Just discovered a tunnel excavated 
by convicts under the prison yard and 
reaching half way to a big trunk sewer 
which would have afforded a con- 
venient exit for a wholesale jail de- 
livery. 


The tunnel has been three years 


•under construction and was still not 
more than half done. It was started 
by two life-term men.

not make rapid progress because of 
the difficulty of disposing of the dirt, 
which they had to mix In small quan- 
tities with furnace ashes from, the 
laundry.

CHINESE FOUND GUILTY OF 


SELLING LOTTERY TICKETS 
rook Faces Fine of $500; Conviction 


Is First in Oriental Gambling 


Cases 


The first conviction In the Chinese lot- 


tery cases was gained In Judge George 
Samuels' court this morning . when Ah 
Fook, whose establishment Is at 419 Eighth- 
street, was found guilty by a jury of hav- 
ing sold lottery tickets. The offense ia it 
misdemeanor and the maximum penalty in 
the way of a- fine is 5500. 
_ . 


When the defendant. was found guilty, 


it was found that -he was out on bail of 
5100. 
Judge Samuels had at the begin- 


ning of the trial ordered, tho defendant 
into custody and raised the bail to 550. 
The Chinaman has not yet' surrendered, 
himself, and the case has been set for 
October 11 for sentence. 


It Is stated by lawyers that this Is one 


of the nrst instances in the history of i 
Alameda county courts where a. case wasf 
tried without the defendant being in' -at- 
tendance in the court room. 
Ah Fook^ 
Vas represented by Attorney Phil M. 
Walsh, and during the two days'in which- 
the trial has been going on the .'de- 
fendant was never in the court room. 
Attorney "Walsh undertook to present the 
defendant whenever! he should be called 
for.

TRIAL IS QUICK. 


' The evidence produced in- court this 
morning was found sufficient' by a jury 
of nine to find the Chinaman guilty of 
the offense charged after being out for 


about fifteen minutes. Patrolmen ' Con 
Keefe and Bailiff James Flynn made" the 
arrest of Ah 
Fook 
September 19 and 


Charles S. - Churchill purchased the 
lot- 


tery ticket introduced as-evidence in the 
trial • today. Churchill asked .specifically 
for a lottery ticket, and was told by. the 
Chinaman that the piece of paper in- 
scribed with: hieroglyphics -which lie re- 
ceived for the payment of ten cents "was 
a . lottery ticket. \l This made "it possible 
to introduce the slip of paper in the trial 
as evidence.

Bailiff James Flynn was In the lottery 


house at the time-selling tickets to the 
annual police benefit ball, .and he asked 
Ah Fook if the slips of paper on his 
table were lottery tickets. The. China- 
man, 
evidently thinking. that: while sell- 


ing tickets to the policemen's ball the of- 
ficer would not be gathering evidence, re- 
sponded In the affirmatiye. This also was 
introduced as testimony"* and helped to 
gain a conviction.

Judge Samuels has 
Issued 
an order 


raising the ball on other lottery cases not 
yet come to trial, as it Is,, feared that 
the effect of gaining a conviction in this 
case may be the cause of a number of the 
Chinese defendants to jump their ball. : 


'It is understood that if convictions are 


gained in a majority of the cases 'the 
Chinese may agree to • permanently close 
the lottery houses In Oakland. This ru- 
mor has not been confirmed, however, by 
the.attorneys for the Orientals.

COOKE FLIES. 


Yesterday morning the feature of the 


festival was the aeroplane flights of "Wel- 
fion Cooks of Oakland, which were wit- 
nessed by more than 5000 people.

above tho town. 
His second flight at 


noon took him over the surrounding hills 
for a distance of five miles. Cooks made 
bis last flight for the day 
at the ex- 


position grounds in the

myriads of electric bulbs of'varied colors, 
which made the whofe color scheme pleas- 
ing to the eye. The huge grape arbors 
were also lighted with electricity.

These .women 
were represented by-less than 400 dele- 
gates, practically all. uninstructed. and 
without. platform; ;and'r the action' more- 
over was.

The matter is pureljc political .and no 


question of morals enters into it, ,'hence 
its exclusion was ta order. .The delegates 
were told that a vote would be'\indlvldual 
only and bind no ~clubj represented. A 
ballot w.as presented .and the resolution

through." This'" "one .matter 


alone holds poor augury for- the- entrance 
of women Into political -life,. If was Con- 
ceived in unfairness, and carried''out In 
actual Intellectual dishonesty.. \

control. Our investigations and Inquir- 
ies as to conditions where equal suffrage

conditions, without discouraging delays. 
We are not financially abls to place

Blind Bartlmaeus calling, -"Jesus, have mercy onjne." 
Mark, In hla vivid description, fills the voice of 
Bartlmaeus with pathos and desnalr, due to a deep 
sense of need and .helplessness and greatly Intensi- 
fied by the fear that Jesus la passing him by; yet 
persistent jln the hope that Jesua will hear. 
It Is 


the portrait of one In deep need. Honoe a true type 
of an awakened sinner. _ It la the cry, "God, be 
merciful.to me a sinner." It Is the voice of 'a sinful 
people tinder deep conviction of sin crying out In 
agony of despair for mercy and help.. 


It la also the voice of the professing Christian 


who, through lack of faith, obdlence and complete 
surrender, is making a failure of the Christian life, 
and through a humillatlrisr sense of helplessness and 
need is crying out for mercy. 


It la the voice of the church, deeply sensitive to the need of greater' 


spiritual power and conscious of the fact of much unbelief and world- 
liness, crying out for mercy and restoration of power. 


The second voice la that of encouragement: "Be of good comfort, 


arise;. He calleth thee." "What a blessed message to the one In need. 
What encouragement, what cheer. 
It Is God speaking through His 


agents. , It Is glad tidings, the gospel of good cheer; the glorious gospel 
of Christ. 
It is God calling to all people to come and drink of the 


fountain of living water. It Is God calling His church to the place of 
power.

The third voice Is' that of promise and assurance: The voice of 


God saying to man, "What wilt thou that I should do unto thee? Go 
thy way, thy faith hath made thee whole." "With this voice comes the 
restoration. The need is met, the want supplied. Joy and peace take 
the place of sadness and despair".

that I should do unto thee?" God standing ready to help the.helpless; 
God standing at the door knocking and waiting for admittance. What 
wonderful condescension of God on pur behalf. The question of alJ 
importance Is, have you recognized HIS presence? ? Have you found 
that glorious entrance into*the fullness of God In Christ? Have you 
heard the voice, "Go thy way, thy faith hath made thee whole?" When' 
Dr. James Young Simpson, the discoverer of chloroform as an anes- 
thetic, was asked, "What do you consider your greatest discovery?" 
His reply was, "That I am a sinner and that Christ la my Saviour." 


Again, This voice Is the voice of promise to the church. "Wonder- 


ful is the power at its command. The resources of the church aro not 
in ita educational institutions, not In Its well-equipped buildings, not in 
its perfect organization, not in Its Sunday schools.

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The Sampsora-Scftley Confroversy. 


The death of Admiral Schley has revived discussion of the Samp- 


Bon-Schley controversy which raged with such fierceness during the 
war with Spain. If justice to a brave and misused man did not;fo>- 
bid silence, it would be far better to let the whole matter pass inl > 
oblivion. 


Sampson was not responsible for the wrong done in his name. 


He was suffering.from aphasia before the battle of Santiago took 
place and his faculties were disordered to such an extent that he was 
subject to. singular aberrations. The facts as to his condition have 
been suppressed as far as possible by those in control of naval af- 
fairs in Washington. 
His malady developed so rapidly after the 


battle of Santigao that Sampson was compelled to retire from active 
duty and shortly after died a mental and physical wreck. 


The whole trouble was of bureaucratic origin. Sampson was the 


pet of the bureau heads, while Schley was their pet aversion. Samp- 
son had never seen much active service at sea—had, in fact, never 
commanded a first-class man-of-war till he was designated by Presi- 
dential -order to be commander of the fleet 
President McKinley 


made a grave mistake in issuing that order—not because Sampson 
was unworthy or incompetent, but because it was a gross injustice 
to officers of higher rank and longer experience in the naval service, 


Sampson was only a captain, while Schley, Watson, Dewey and 


others were Commodores who had won their rank by long and hon- 
orable service under the flag. Sampson, was a man of brilliant at- 
tainments and splendid promise, but he was a desk sailor; he had 
never seen service in war or held an important command at sea, 
while the veterans over whose heads he was passed had served- 
through the Civil War with gallantry and distinction and had seen 
much sea service thereafter. It was unjust to them to place a 
younger man of lower rank and less experience in command over 
them. It was a reflection on their capacity. 


Naturally there was much grumbling among the older line of- 


ficers at an arrangement which .they regarded as -casting an unjust 
imputation on their competency. Schley was selected for punish- 
ment for this undernote of complaint. Sampson was. naturally; a 
champion of the bureaucrats who had intrigued to give him supreme 
command in the navy, and his incipient disease made him lend ready 
ear to every rumor against the older officers, especially Schley, who 
had been given command of the flying squadron. A campaign of 
petty detraction was inaugurated against Schley and soon found 
voice in the inspired press. The Navigation Bureau at Washington- 
found fault with everything Schley did, and 'the correspondents at- 
tached to Sampson's fleet took up the cry against the older officer. 
Sampson's jealous, suspicious' nature made him give too much per- 
sonal attention to details which should have been left to subordi- 
nates, and overwork intensified his infirmity. He was ridiculously 
jealous of his authority and greedy of praise. He was so affected by 
disease, care and artful insinuation that he was almost led to believe 
that Schley was a "traitor conspiring to prevent the success of the 
Expedition. 


Had Sampson been in his right mind he never would have acted 


as he did after the battle of Santiago. Had his faculties been in 
sound working order his conduct would have to be condemned- as 
execrable. It can only be excused on the ground that he was par- 
tially irresponsible. He grossly insulted his veteran second in com- 
mand and even sought to place upon him the stigma of cowardice. 
He claimed all the honors of the victory and was unwilling to con- 
cede that Schley'had done'anything creditable. He grabbed all the 
prize money by a technicality so narrow as to excite contempt. Yet 
he never gave an order during the fight and 4id not arrive .on the 
scene until all was over. The battle began when his ship was'far 
out of sight and was concluded before his flagship got near enough 
to fire a shot or give directions. It was a glorious victory, but he 
had no part in it. But he claimed to have commanded in.it on the- 
ground that his ship steamed in sight while the battle was in prog- 
ress. 


The wrangle that ensued is something every patriotic American 


would like to forget. The Washington bureaucrats made'.,Sampson 
a hero by the same methods that were employed to make him com- 
mander of the fleet. However, public opinion resented the injustice 
clone Admiral Schley, and the schemers did not 'dare to carry out 
the dastardly plan formed to degrade him: The people recognized 
Schley as the real hero of Santiago and so he will be regarded in 
history. Poor Sampson did not live long to enjoy .the laurels 
snatched from another. He was in the grip of a fatal malady that 
disordered his fine mind at a critical period in his career and finally 
carried him off with his reason utterly clouded. 


Hon. Lafe Pence, once of Colorado, latterly of California and 


now unattached, has been heard from. He is in Washington and in 
an interview given to the Post gives a long, stirring yell for Champ 
Clark. Mr. Pence puts a great volume of wind in the 
Speaker's 


Presidential boom, but-it is doubtful if he can give it animation and 
volition. The Clark boom is stockaded with ifs. It is the kind of a 
fence that has kept many statesmen of the Kentucky jeans variety 
from getting into the White House. 
The Clark boom is likely to 


blow up before next May, but it serves as good cover for the time 
beinjr. 


It is to be hoped that the strike habit will not become epidemic. 


It .would be a political calamity if the Barkeepers' Union should de- 
clare in favor of a walkout. 


Governor Johnson Knows the Game. 


Apropos of Governor Johnson's speech at. Stockton, .the Stock-

The 
Governor is a good man, but he1 is not above doing- politics, and he is 
rather apt to pattern after the practice .of the patron saint of th& holy- 
jumping fraternity—we mean, of course, the Sacred Clam of'Oyster 
Bay."

lias an interest and that was all he wanted.

tlecorated for the occasion, and there, 
following a selection by the Forum 
orchestra, which played through' the 
courtesy of Gustav Mann, President 
.11. C. Capwell ot the ' Oakland Cham-" 
ber of Commerce, in a few well chosen 
words, welcomed the public to the 
building which, with the organization 
It housed, belonged In essence to the 
ivholc people of Oakland. 


"I am glad to see," said the speaK- 


cr, "that 
so 
many of the people 


realize tho- importance of this Institu- 
tion and have looked upon this meet- 
ing as tho chief attraction of the 
evening in spite o£ tonight's many 
counter attractions." 


01'' IMPORTANCE TO CITY. 


The importance to the community 


of such a commercial body was then 
dwelt upon at length by Mayor Frank 
K. Mott, who said In the course of 
Ilis remarks: 


"It is certainly a cause for sincere 


congratulation that the local chamber 
is housed In such a well-appointed 
building. 
The fact that It Is shows 


the substantial growth and sure posi- 
tion which it occupies in the com- 
munity and Is at the same time an in- 
dex to tiie general success and pros- 
perity of Oakland Itself. 
This build- 


ing Is a certificate of the city's char- 
acter, as It were, and that this char- 
acter; Is progressive, growing, Is shown 
in no better way than by the fact 
that the members of the local cham- 
ber are already at work on plans to 
place.

The 
city administration, which I represent 
and of which much is expected, could 
do little without the support of this 
nnd tho similar bodies. Personally I 
am under deep obligations to these 
bodies for the aid which they have 
given to the growth and strengthen- 
ing of the city and the efforts to make 
it acquainted abroad. They have suc- 
ceeded wonderfully in this publicity 
work. 


STJPPOKT NEEDED. 


"Yet no organization can render 


this service without adequate support. 
This the Chamber of Commerce should 
have. 
If we expect to have a great 


city here we. must have a united civic 
spirit, which this body reipresenls. 
Unless Oakland is alive and doins. 
unless the organization Is strong arid 
active, we cannot expect to compete 
with our rivals on the north, south 
and east, where the commercial bodies 
nre strong and useful. 
We have an 


ideal city here, but we must have 
faith in it and in ourselves and con- 
fidence in the future and must each 
lend his aid to form a solid civic front 
and 
so 
boost for our city, a city 


destined for great things and a great 
future."
